Logar and Marincie are orthodox Communists and former collaborators 
of Sturm (fmu) deceased, first president of the "Friends of the 
Soviet Union in Yugoslavia" in 190. 


¢. Andrej Zupancic, professor of the medical faculty at the University 
of Ljubljana, son of Oton. 


d. Marko Zupancic, brother of Andrej, aged 36, ideological Communist. 
After war was chief of the institute for guided missiles, and recently 
professor at the University of Ljubljana.
